NOT long back a move was initiated in 
National Soccer League circles under which a 
leading Australian firm of management con- 
sultants would be engaged to review the 


This would have meant the co-operation of 
both the National League and the Australian 
Soccer Federation. : 


From reports received the project was given 
the thumbs down in the ASF area and 
consequently nothing has come of it. 


The passing of time, however, has made it 
no less clear that such a step is vital to the 
progess of the game. 


in the ASF impressive lists of arrangements 
are issued for the various national teams and 
internal budgetting is observed. 


This may be considered to be in order up to 
a point, but it is essential that the overall 
planning of the game and its promotion be 
examined. 


Not the least area to be explored is the 
interface between the ASF and the NSL. 

No consideration in the conduct of the 
game should be allowed to get around this 
essential type of planning. 

The areas that should be examined include 
the structure, financial arrangements, in- 
creasing the revenues, removal of areas of 
waste of both money and resources, ethnicity, 
coverage of more major population groupings 
and so on: 

There have been some huge improvements 
in the coaching area, yet we know from the 
standards of major Soccer nations such as 
Argentina, Brazil, Italy, Britain and West Ger- 
many that we are only just scratching the 
surface. 


In the amateur, junior and schools section 
of the game only NSW, Queensland and the 
ACT could be said to be winning support at an 
acceptable rate. 

One of the problems of a Federal system is 
that each component (or state) runs its own 
boat, and that is held to apply whether the 
oars are used or not, or the water is allowed to 
seep in through the flanks. 

As it stands the game will continue on to the 
year dot and little will be done to adopt the 
successful recruitment methods of NSW, 
Queensland and the Australian Capital Terri- 
tory to the needs of the day. 

No doubt remedies of such problems are 
not easy to apply, yet on the other hand it 
usually takes just one clever brain to devise a 
plan of attack. 

Whatever is done must be properly handled 
and it must not be an exercise in cosmetics. 

It would well be argued that the funds are 
not available in Soccer today which would 
enable a management survey to be con- 
ducted. 

Actually rugby league spent well less than 
$40,000 some years ago and gained incalcul- 
able benefits. 

It is a matter of where the priorities lie.

And despite any 
parochial views, SA’s 
Hellas, the Queenslan- 
ders, Canberra, 
Newcastle and etc. must 
admit places were there 
for the taking. 

If it didn’t happen, it 
was not the fault of the 
league — or the clubs 
who made it. 

Everyone knew well 
in advance what was 
wanted, and while my 
own opinion is that we 
should have gone back 
to square one and 
selected the clubs for a 
truly national competi- 
tion, perhaps — for 
once — the league’s 
administrators took the 
right line. 

In the end we may 
have a league in which 
every club has to go for 
broke or drop out, with 
no chance of reapplying 
on ‘“‘sympathy” finan- 
cial, or grounds.

URGENT DECISION

Newcastle finished 
the 1986 season with an 
excellent burst, but the 
scaling down of the 
National League left it 
outside the 14 clubs. 

Sydney and Mel- 
bourne reject clubs can 
automatically find a new 
State League home but 
it isn’t so easy when the 
club comes from North- 
ern NSW. 


There no sense on the 
face of it in going back 
into Northern NSW 
when the sister club 
Adamstown Rosebud 
already operates. 

To join the NSW 
Federation could in- 
volve taking three teams 
away every second 
week. If Canberra and 
Inter Monaro are in- 
volved that could mean 
transporting the lot as 
far as Canberra: twice a 
year. 

Were Newcastle to 
enter NSW, which is the 
expected course, it 
could be sensible to re- 
strict them to first and 
second grade. 

Newcastle operated at 
a los of $16000 for 1986, 
but sale of some players 
could easily cover that 
gap- 


Probably Newcastle’s 
best bet would be an 
East Coast League 
covering Brisbane, 
Newcastle, Sydney, 
Wollongong and Can- 
berra. 


But that is many ways 
is too logical, and no- 
where can be seen the 
administration to put it 
together. 

Except perhaps the 
Northern NSW _ Soccer 
Federation, who could 
make a move to control 
it, but perhaps it is too 
late in the day. 

Action would have to 
be urgent however, as 
NSW and Queensland 
Federation plans are 
moving ahead. 


Sponsors would 
help Neweastle, but 
when a club doesn’t 
know its destination for 
the following year until 
mid-September it finds 
planning very difficult 
indeed. 


For Newcastle to re- 
tain its ambitions could 
mean playing in NSW 
rather than breaking up- 

Urgent decisions and 
consultations are 
needed.

ERNIE CAMPBELL: 
Much travelled and 
extrovert manager 
— Tommy Docher- 
ty, is one of the men 
Ernie thanks for his 
climb to the top in 
Australian football. 
While he was here 
as manager of the 
touring Chelsea 
club in 1965, 
Docherty assessed 
Campbell’s great 
potentials while the 
young star was 
appearing in a Can- 
terbury District 
match preceding 
Chelsea’s match 
with NSW.

But 
with the grit that is so 
typical of Newcast- 
le—bred players, Col 
worked day and night on 
exercising the injured 
leg, and was fit to play 
by the time of the first 


match in Hamburg. 

He played against 
Legia Warsaw in early 
1975 but the left back 
position was then taken 
over by George Harris 
and fellow ‘74 Socceroo 
— Harry Williams. 


However when Harry 
could not travel over- 
seas during the 1977 
World Cup series, Col 
was recalled to play 
against Kuwait twice, 
South Korea, Hong 
Kong and Iran, as well 
as Singapore in a 
friendly. 

He finished his career 
back home in Newcastle 
with the side in the then 
PSL after being per- 
sauded back by long 
time friend Ray 
Baartz. Predictably he 
was one of the best play- 
ers in 1978.

AUSTRALIAN Soccer fans are well aware that former Kiwi 
national coach John Adshead does his homework before he 


makes his moves. 
Adshead favours two divisions based on geographical 


considerations, with a play-off between the two top teams from 


each regions to determine the New Zealand champions. 
HERE IS HIS VIEWPOINT: 
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JOHN ADSHEAD, New 
Zealand’s most successful 
national coach, has come 
up with a format for top 
soccer in this country based 
on an initial regional com- 
petition and culminating in 
a play off between the top 
two teams from each 
division. 

The current NZFA plan is to in- 
crease the national league next sea- 
son to 14 teams but Adshead is 
not in favour of that scheme. 

“Are two extra teams going to 
revolutionise the league?” he asks. 
“I don’t believe it will, it will just 
create a more costly league.” 

The thinking behind Adshead’s 
format is to stop excessive costs, 
increase gates (more local derbies) 
and still retain a national compe 
tition with the top four teams in 
the country playing off at the end. 

“Itis the basis of something to 
be fine tuned,” Adshead told Soc- 
cer Express. 

“It also keeps the doors open for 
promotion/relegation and you will 
sull have the best players involved 
as I believe the best players will 
filter to the best clubs.” 

Adshead has taken heed of the 
NZFA’s criteria for their proposed 
invitational league and has high 
lighted the need for playing sur- 
faces to be improved around the 
country. 

“The NZFA has laid down a 
fairly hefty criteria for clubs hop- 
ing to make the invitation-only 

(eh good quality play- 
the most important 
requirement,” stressed Adshead. 

“Quite frankly, most of the 
fields used by leading clubs in the 
Auckland area d up to scratch 
and they are affecting the standard 
of our play. 

“It believe our top football 
should be played more on a region- 
al basis with the leading clubs com- 
ing together at the end of the sea- 
son to find the best in the country. 

“The money saved on travel 
costs by doing this can immediate- 
ly be pumped into improving play- 
ing surfaces and ground facilities 
which the NZFA is demanding.” 

Adshead has listed 13 teams in 
his Northern Division, indicating 
that Manurewa, Papatoetoe and 
University need to upgrade their 
grounds. 

The Swiss Maid teams includ- 
ed are subject to meeting the 
NZFA criteria and their 1986 
league positions.
